CAYPY, BROWNLEE'S ARTILLERY.

Perilous Adveptures of “The Old Re-
former” ou s Journcy from An-
dersen to Abbeville—The Old Can-
non Capsized, in o Gully.

On Friday, qu-mlmr 26, Capt. John
E. Brownlee and Mr. Henry DPowers, of
Autreville, went to the Democratic mass
meeting at Anderson Court House to
hear the speeches'of the State canvassers,
and especially to bring back with them,
for use here on Tuesday next at our
grand rally of the Abbeville Democracy,
the fumous old eannon, “The Old Re-
former.,”  This piece of erdnance is well
known to our p‘opln. Its voice has
been heard in these upper countics since
1888, It has boommwed at many an ante-
bellum muster. barbecue and Mexican
veterans’ reunion, mnd ia more recent
times it has rouscd the echoes at Demo-
cratic mass mectings. It did good work
in 187G more counties than onc.
Next Tuesday it \vill!l open its wmouth and
utler no uncertain sound in the interests
of Democeracy.

It was in use at the Anderson meot-
ing. After the speeches were cnded
Capt. Brownlee obtained possession of
the “Reformer,” hut found that its
wheels lacked tires, aad that he could not
haul it without placing it on n wagon.
On a wagon it was placed, but as there
wns no frame suitable,dit had to be tied
to the standards. Jerry, Capt. Brown-
len~'d driver, was told to mount the “Re-
former” a-straddle and drive on.  Jerry
was rather afraid. He anid: ** Mas
John, whar de trigger 2 Fse skeered to
ride dat ting, I'se skoered to sit down
on de trigger.”

Off he went, however, and the wagon
went safely for about two miles, when
“erash I went the wagon-body and the
artillery came to a stand-still.
